3o The beer barrel factory in Bucharest (formerly the Luther Factory)* 

located at 52 Soseaua Viilor* produces only for export to the USSR* The 
factory employs between 600 and 1*000 workers* Its output is 50$000 
beechwood barrels annually* 10 percent of which have a capacity of 200 
liters* 30 percent of 5D liters* and 60 percent of 25 liters*^ It also 
produces 200 barrels per day for chemical products* The machinery is 
old and worn* 

ko The plan for 1951-1952 provides for the export of 250*000 sets of ^ 
beechwood staves for barrels (in bundles) to the USSR* The order is 
divided among the factories as follows:
